Started messing with my Comet Pro yesterday. The good news: It 
worked. 


The bad news: Until a filter cap blew. PEEEEEyeeew! 


Had a few questions for those who know Comets. This is apparently a 
fourth variation (by Moore's taxonomy), has a 2A3 output and a crystal 
filter. (1) This one has been attacked by a can of black gloss 
Krylon. Not too swell. The only thing without paint is the 
Hammarlund name tag, which has been cleaned off completely with a wire 
brush. What is the apppropriate finish? The pictures I have seen 
look black, but is it gloss, semi-gloss or wrinkle? Also, there are 
no labels anywhere on the front panel, save a scale around the phasing 
control. Were there labels originally? (2) Speaking of no labels, 
there are three tuning dials, a central drum and a fine tune on the 
left and right. What do the latter do? I am guessing that one is a 
bandspread and one a TRF of some sort, but only had a few minutes 
(until the abovementioned gas attack) to twiddle. (3) It would 
appear that the horizontal lever in the back (under the lid) adjusts 
the BFO frequency. Yes?/No? (4) Regrettably, mine only has one coil 


set (56-120 meter). I am sure that one will have a better chance 
finding Jimmy Hoffa than finding other coils for sale, but I note that 
these seem to be on a standard 5-pin base.

A few weeks ago, there was some talk about the early long wave 
stations, and hot microphones. Was browsing "The Principles 
Underlying Radio Communication" by the Signal Corps, revised 
to May 24, 1921, and came across a reference to Alexanderson 
alternators. By that time, a magnetic amplifier was used to 
modulate the output, by detuning the antenna coupling coil. 


A magnetic amplifier? Those things have saturable iron cores. 
Not something you'd expect to find at RF, but then longwave 

RF isn't that far from audio frequencies. And the alternator 
itself uses iron pole pieces (300 of ‘em in the rotor). Could 
you do that at higher frequencies, like 160 meters? 


There is also a reference to the "multiple-tuned" antenna, where 
you take a mile or so of flat-top antenna and ground it at the 
wavelength nodes. You can get the antenna resistance down to 
half an ohm that way. Ah, those were the days ...

I sure wish that there was such a place during the peak of my 
restoration activities aboard the ship. In Toronto there are three BA 
emporiums and none of them catagorize military connectors unless they 
manage to pick up a large quantity of one or several types which could 
be put into boxes and labelled. The process is simply too labour 
intensive. If they spent the time to identify each connector, then you 
would not be able to pick them up for between $2 and $5 each. I spent 
many a Saturday rummaging thru piles and piles of connectors just to 
find those few that I needed. 


Your best bet is to identify some sources near you and go for a ‘dig'. 
If visiting another city, find out if there are any surplus stores. When 
compared to the cost of new stock, searching around for used military 
connectors is definitely worth your time. 


Also, try placing an enquiry on Ford Enterprises in Smith Falls, 
Ontario.

I have the transformer described below. I would like to get the opinion of 
any list members just what it is (for). 


The housing has dimensions of 4-1/2"D X 5"W X 7-1/4"H. There is a flange 
plate for mounting. It is marked with only 391645. 


It has 5 input terminals marked 1,2,3,4,5. It is also marked by hand as 0, 
105, 110, 115, 120. 


It has 3 output terminals which have large brown ceramic insulators that 
are obviously designed for high voltage. These insulators are 1-3/4" long 
and have 1-1/2" wide bases. 


With 120V applied to the primary, the output (across the outside terminals) 
is about 6V. The third terminal is a center tap. 


Here is the rub, there is about 6 Ohms between the outside terminals. This 
secondary resistanc seems way high for a filament transformer, yet with 6V 
on the secondary it must be a filamenet transformer. Perhaps it is 
designed for a much lower filament voltage? 


Any great ideas out there?

Buzz (Wayne) Harrah wrote: 


> The question is: Why do you need a ‘sideband slicer' type of device 

> when the radio already has a BFO? What would be it's purpose? I 

> understand that if you have an AM-only rig it would be useful, but, am I 
> missing something else? 


In the pre-SSB days the BFO was only intended to provide a beat note for 
CW reception. A typical arrangement was to couple the BFO signal 
reasonably lightly to the existing AM detector diode and allow mixing to 
take place in the nonlinear diode characteristic. Mixing is not 
particularly linear but this is of little importance when all that's 
needed is an audio tone. 


When demodulating SSB using this setup there's a lot of distortion and 
the signal and BFO levels are rather critical often requiring you to 
ride the RF gain control. Sometimes it's possible to modify these sets 
by increasing BFO injection so that the detector diode acts more like a 
switch which improves mixing linearity somewhat. Some receivers such as 
the R390A have quite high level BFO injection already and are reasonably 
good on SSB although they are still improved with a proper sideband 
slicer. Of course older AM/CW type receivers may also have IF and AGC 
systems that are not optimal for SSB reception. 


Sideband adaptors try to deal with this by adding a proper multiplying 
"product" detector and extra filtering to shape the IF response. By 
using proper filtering and a stable BFO it's possible to demodulate both 
sidebands independently. Some of them also provide audio derived AGC. 


The point all this is to try and explain why just having a BFO is not 
enough to make a receiver capable of proper SSB reception.

I'm trying to pump life into an HQ-110 which has had 

a butcher job done to the bandpass filter between the 
first and second mixers. The 455 kc coil in the first 
of the two IF cans in the filter is open. The previous 
owner obviously did not know how to repair a radio so 
he just hacked away at the wiring to the cans trying to 
get some sort of signal to pass. 


I have a manual for the HQ-110A from W7FG and based upon 
an analysis of the contents of the IF cans, there must 
have been some changes in the filter coupling methods 
between the HQ-110 and the HQ-110A. The HQ-110A schematic 
shows inductive loop coupling on the 455 kc half of the 
filter and capacitive coupling on the 3 mc half. The IF 
cans in the HQ-110 have no provision for loop coupling so 
it looks as if capacitive coupling was used at both freqs. 
Can someone please confirm or correct my analysis? 


Two other changes seem to have been made (1) the second mixer 
xtal freq is 3490 kc in my HQ-110 versus the 2580 ke xtal in 
the HQ110A....and (2) the coupling from the last IF xfmr into 
the 6AZ8 product detector stage is shown as a "gimmick" cap in 
the HQ-110A schematic but is direct in my HQ-110. No problem, 
but just checking to see if these were factory or previous 
owner "features". 


Does anyone on the list have a schematic for the HQ-110 that 

I could get a copy of...or is there a scanned copy available on 
the WEB somewhere that I haven't located?? I would like to get 
a copy of the HQ-110 manual also if someone has one that they 
would copy for me...be more than glad to pay copying and postage. 


Besides the above items, the previous owner also replaced the 
power xfmr with one which puts of about 120 VDC more than the 
original. That made for fun until I got it replaced.........

G'day Folks, 


I finally got the first of four HRO's up and running. 
This has been a long term job as I have virtually had to completely 
re-wire the chassis with original type wiring as there had been many, 
many mods done to the rx and most of the re-wiring had been done with 
pvc insulated wire. Several sockets had been changed to accomodate 
different tubes. In fact, when I first got this rx, I considered that it 
was only suitable for parting out because of the mods and the chassis 
corrosion. However, one more BA has been saved and LIVES! I still have 
to do the complete alignment including coil boxes. 


QUESTION TIME! The crystal is not working in the HRO and I cannot get 
the crystal to operate in a crystal testing circuit that I built up. I 
have since carefully taken the crystal holder apart and the slab of 
crystal is intact and does not appear to be damaged in any shape or form 
and is clean. However, I notice that no pressure is brought to bear on 
the xtal by the two ‘pressure' plates due to their pressing on the white 
surrounding material which must be slightly thicker that the slab of 
crystal itself. I know some xtal holder have an air gap. Is this true of 
the HRO type holder? Thanks for the bandwidth and cheers from
